What a cowardly" we" 
must fill thejdjtgtialohMf of Stand- 
ard, Hero la a aodument' signed by 15 
tnombpr.s "on both sides" of the house, 
preaeiiti'd to the provincial secrotary for 
transmissionlo hia honor and published iu 
two newspapora.^ Tho'organ on the first 
day treats it''^iiis^aii b'li diti bu the aucoud 
d.ny, ignores it entirely. 'I'ho question 
involved iii tho ' memorial is , one that 
deeply concerns tho policy of the local 
government which propo.sod to throw the 
meeting of the hou»o over until May Iiop- 
ing thus to escape defeat on tho plo.<\ of 
want of time. The round robiu makes 
an early meeting of tho hou.Ho necessary, 
'fhejlieut.-ggvornor discp vors by tho paper 
that not alone a majority, but threo-flfths 
of tho merabefs-elect ask to bo called to- 
gether immediately for thepurpo.so of re- 
viewing and passmg upon the policy of 
the govurnuient, which is known to be 
highly prejudical to the interests oi the 
oountrj'..,'.'

We, the members of the '-British Co- 
lumbia Board of Trade," {registered under 
the " Dominion luoorporation.s .\ct, 
1874,") being the only in.ititutioii in the 
province repieaonting the commercial in- 
terests of this western section of the Do- 
minion, desire to otTorto Your Kxcellency 
and Her Royal Highness, the Princess 
Louise, our hearty cohgratulatious upon 
your Fafe arrival amongst as, and to give 
utterance to the unfnigned pleasure wliicli 
we expenenco in lioiiig thus aflordod au 
opportunity of expres.iiiig to Your Kxcel- 
lency, not only our appreciation of tho 
much needed wants rerontly supplied by 
tho government over which you preside, 
but also of respectfully submitting, for 
your consideration, several matters of 
vital importance which, in our opinion, 
very materially atl'ect our trade and com- 
merco,in tho hope tliat you will be.p.loaaed 
to move your constitutional- 'advisoi^s to 
still more tangible results. 

1. ^,Wb'vioiv^with satisfnctiohthe appro- 
pria{ioTr which lias been made for the re- 
moval of obstructions in the Frasor Ilivor 
and trust that the Douiiiiiou governmoiit 
will complete the work thus begun, as its 
importance can hardly be estimated ex- 
copt by those who are thoroughly ac- 
quainted with tho resourcds of the 
rivor. 

2. It is with equal gralificiition that w i> 
note tho fact of an appropriation for tlie 
establishment of a salmon hatchery on 
the same river, and doubt not but that if 
proper care is shown in the selection of 
site, and tho erection of a hitohery, the 
importaut industry of canning and 
preserving salmon will be greatly promot- 
ed thereby. 

3. Tho sum voted, as a prcliniinary 
step towards the establishment of a i|iiar- 
nntine station and hospital in this pro- 
vince is also a slop in the right direction, 
and when carried to completion will' sup- 
ply .\ want long felt, owing to tlie in- 
creased number of vessels arriviui; 
in our porl from Chin.'i, .lapau and olsu- 
whore. 

4. ^'ince confederatiDu the mail service 



should bo placed in daily conimunication 
with the rest of thu world via I'uget 
Sound, and wo trust that this will sliortly 
bo accomplished. And whilst speaking 
for a daily mail service between ^'ictoria 
and Puget Sound ■ we wonld respectfully 
urge that increaaod postal faeilities he ex- 
tended to the Mainland and tho East. 
Coast of Vancouver Island. 

4. .Vucithcr subject of great iiniiortnuci; 
is the establishmeut of Himie concerii'd 
system for the introduction of white ini- 
migrants to our shores. This vast terri- 
tory only requires inhabitants to equal, 
if not surpass, in its productions thu older 
aiid better 'known province.? of -tho Di>- I 
minion. The establishment of uiatuifnc- 
torips and the advaiita.go.i to bo derived 
from the present national policy cau only 
be fully realized hy a largo increase of 
white population, and the rapid comple- 
tion of the Canadian Pacific Railway, and 
would doubtless tend in a great measure 
to lesson tho outcry against the influx of 
Chinese. In furtherance of this object it 
i.i muHt inq)c)riant that the railway belt on 
the Mainland should be thrown open to 
settlement at tho earliest possible mo- 
ment. 

6. Tho total absence of .\r.y law to 
render the property of an insolvent divis- 
ible rateably, amongst his creditors is, in 
a commercial community, a subject of tho 
greatest interest, and any well con.sidonMl 
enactment to this end will be hailed with 
much gratification. 

7. Our peculiar geographical position 
which your visit liore will render you 
familiar with, makes any advance towards 
reciprocity with our noighbur.^i a iiialtor 
of oonsiderablu moment to our trade, as 
opening up a market for our coal, lumber, 
fish, fish oils, and other articles of export, 
and vve hope the Doii>i»iou''govoriiinont 
will be able to arrange with the United 
States a treaty of commerce undn-aoing 
these advantages. i 

7. V. Tho question al.so of being debarred i 
from a participation in the benefits of tho ! 
exi.sting Reciprocity Treaty with ibo [ 
United States has been already very fully i 
placed before the government at Ottawa, ! 
yet we cannot allow this opportunity to | 
pass without c.".lling Your Excellency's i 
attention to it, and venture to oxpres.s j 
the hope that tho government will com- 
pensate the province for this loss by lil>- 
oral expenditures for the injprovomont of 
our harbors and navigable rivers from 
which thu industries referred to would 
derive, though indirectly, groat encour- 
agement. 

8. The subject of pilots and pilotage is 
.tnother matter which urgently requiren 
re-organization, froju tho fact that veaseU 
as a rule call at Royal Roads, (i. e. port 
of Victoria) on their way. to Naiiainio, 
Burrard Inlot and New Westminster, and 
naturally expect to find pilots at or bu- 
low Race Rocks, ready and coinpetont to 
take them to any port iu tho province, 
instead of being met with a conllict of 

;tiuthoritie8 aii.d,;;rates;for.; three separate 
and disiiuct dislrfcts," the same as though 
they represented an equal number of 
foreign ports. This existing .system of 
Electoral Pilot Di.stricts is at variance 
with the requirements of trade and com 
meree, is unnecessarily expensive to a 
small number of pilots, enh(inecH very 
materially the port charges of '" merchant 
vessels and hns a tendency to influence 
them to prefer Puget Sound to BritiBli 
Columbia. Wc would respectfully sub- 
mit, therefore, that some steps should be 
taken not only to amalgamate tho three 
B. C. districts but also to make the licen- 
ces held by all pilots eflFootive for tho 
whole of the naVfgftble watfiii.of British 
Columbia, and' a maximum rate estab- 
lished that may bo fairly chargeable to 
ve.ssela loading at the several ports, - irre- 
spective of tho number they m.ay liappon 
to call at during their atay iu Britisli Co- 
lumbia waters. 

9. The telegraph sysleni is still dnfec- 
l ive and uusuitod to the wants of the pro- 
vince, as there is always some conflict be- 
tween th> American and Canadian con- 
nections which' could be considerably les- 



Boned and the system very much improved 
by the laying of a second cable from Van- 
couver Island to Washington Territojy, 
more especially aa the Puget .Sound Com- 
pany are now extending their laud lines 
to Cape Flattery (with which the same 
vs'ould coniioct):and supply us with much 
useful informiition"^regarding sliippin^, 
and ensure a second means of comniuni- 
c.itiou during the winter mouths more 
particularly, which would prove of incal- 
culable benetlt to our merchants in the 
event of asiytiiiug happening to the other 
cu.blo. \n extension of tlio otlico hours 
so as to correspond ^yi til those of the con- 
necting Aniericatu Ujioii wot'ild also appear 
to tie highly desiriiblo. ■ • - - 

10. We would also respect fully call 
Your E.xcelleucy'a attention to clause D in 
the Tefnu of Unii>n with British Colum- 
bia, in which the iutlueiice of your gov- 
ernment is to be used "to secure the con- 
tinued maintenance of the Naval Station 
at JSsquiftuUt." The maintcncince of a 
'war vessel on this station'has hitherto 
been attended witii very desirable ad- 
vantages, not tho loa.st among them being 
tho preservation of order among the 
numerous tribes of Indians on our coast, 
and it is to be siucorley hoiied that your 
govornnient will make such reprosenta- 
tioiLs iu tjio proper quarter; as;ff.iU ensure 
the perinaneiil station of 'at least' o'ne ol 
Her JIajesty's vesscl.s in those waters. 

IJ. Tlio announcomont made by Your 
JiscoUency, on openitig tho agricultural 
exhibition, that the Canada Pacific Rail- 
way will proba'bly bu completed by 1887, 
is highly gratifying, us it indicates that 
construction will souu be as vigorously 
prosecuted eastward from Kandoops lake 
as Westward from i\liiii itoba. Tho pro- 
p-.iied change of route ilirougli tlio Rocky 
iMountaiiis, from Yellow 11 cad Pass to 
Kicking Horse Pass considerably shortens 
tho railw-ay in the interests of the Railway 
Company, and reduce.s ilio length ot lino 
to ba constructed In tlii.s province l>y soiiio 
7r> miles, thus alt'ordiug your govonuumit 
a favorable opportunity of stipulating fur 
tho eonstruotion of the Esquinialt-Xa- 
naiiiio portion of the traiis-contiiiental 
railwaj', tho uinisslnn of which, in the 
origiiml contract with tho Syndicate has 
always boon regarded by us as imfort u- 
nato. SVo need hariUy. ;il this period, re-

After dinner I took leave 
of the (ioveriior, going over in a 
steamer, when a little fellow came up 
to mo and said he was the magistrate 
of the island, !\nd that the British did 
not respect his authority at all. This 
was tho first I hearcV of it. I said -to 
hiin 'Don't you say a word about it.' 
I lljon wont over to our side of the 
channel and told the captain of tho 
steamer to get ready in an hour, as tho 
British had taken po.ss€suion of the 
island, and I was satisfied they had no 
claim to it. I did hot knosv in fact, 
till then that they had sot up nny 

KOyi'T. 

Not much attention is given to Egypt; 
this is to due to the belief that England 
has not tho slightest intention to forego 
her hold on that country, and that she 
h.aaconieto an uuderatandiiig with France. 
It is suspected that tho bowling out of 
Turkey ia what occupies England most, 
and tho nomination of her incomparable 
ambassador, Lurd DulForin, ia not the 
least of all tho proofs. " Sherry's" grand- 
son may be trusted to bo equal to tho oc- 
casion. 

Tho French aro, however, occupied set- 
ting up a king of minor magnitude in Tu- 
nisia, who promises to bo as plastic in 
thoir hands aa Towlik between those of 
England. There is a reviv;d abroad to 
invest in Tunisia r.ither than Algeria. 
Thia is not surprising; the climate is 
kindlier and tho soil more gratefnl. But 
the French aystoni of administration, 
which consists in fettering, rathor than 
leaving tho colonist his full liberty, may 
ruin tlic gifts of nature.
